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shall deem it for the convenience of the voters, and shall 
be divided when fifty or more electors thereof shall petition 
the board in writing therefor; and such division shall be made 
in wards, villages or towns when A shall appear that six hun-
dred or more votes were east in any such district therein at any 
election; * * * provided, however, that no division shall 
be made in any town containing less than fifty sections of land 
unless it shall appear that four hundred or more votes were 
east in such town at the last preceding general election. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 457. 

AN ACT to amend subdivisions (2) and (3) of subsection 1 
of section 2394-1 and to create section 2394-32 of the 
statutes, relating to workmen's compensation. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Subdivisions (2) and (3) of subsection 1 of 

section 2394-1 of the statutes are amended to read: (Section 
23941-1) (1) (2) When such employer has at the time of the • * * injury in a common employment three or more em-
ployes, that the injury or death was caused in whole or in 
part by the want of ordinary care of a fellow servant. 

(3) When such employer has at the time of the * * * 
injury in a common employment three or more employes, that 
the injury or death was caused in whole or in part by the want 
of ordinary care of the injured employe, where Such want of 
ordinary care was not wilful. 

SECTION 2. A new section is added to the statutes to read: 
Section 2394-32. The provisions of sections 2394-1 to 2394— 
31, both inclusive, are extended so as to include, in addition to 
accidental injuries, all other injuries growing out of and in-
cidental to the employment. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
